Successful bidders will be required to submit Insurance Certificates 
showing coverage and indemnifying the Town of Arlington while in the employ of the 
Town. All of the equipment must be specifically listed on said certificate. 


All equipment must comply with the requirements of the Department of Public Safety 
and the Registry of Motor Vehicles relative to safe operation of vehicles. 


The Contractor shall observe and comply with and cause all his agents and employees to 
observe and comply with all existing and future State and National laws and Town 
Bylaws and regulations in any manner affecting those engaged or employed in the 
performance of this contract and shall protect and indemnify the Town, the Town 
Manager and all of its officers, agents, and employees against any claim of liability 
arising from or based on the violation of any such law, bylaw, or regulation.
